VEHICLES FOR TANF 
RECIPIENTS 

One major problem facing 
women moving from welfare to woric is 
finding adequate transportation to get to 
and from their jobs. Public 
transportation, taxis, rides with friends 
and neighbors often prove inadequate 
and unreliable, according to women 
going through the program. 

To help solve this dilemma, 
“Wheels to Work” and Shelton State 
Community College’s automotive 
technology program are joining forces to 
find solutions to the problem. 

Wheels to Work Partnership is 
a cooperative effort between Community 
Service Programs of West Alabama, 
Tombigbee Resource Conservation and 
Development Council, Departments of 
Human Resources in six counties. 

United Way of West Alabama and West 
Alabama Planning and Development 
Council. 

Through this program 
reconditioned used vehicles are sold at 
modest prices to low-income clients who 
need an automobile to get to their jobs. 
To be eligible to purchase a vehicle, 
people in the program must be 
Temporary Assistance for Needy 
Families (TANF) recipients. 

Through Shelton State’s 
automotive technology program, 
students check the brakes, steering and 
other basic parts of these vehicles. 
Automotive technology instructor Jerry 
Handley will work on the project along 
with Wheels to Work program manager, 
Pam Erickson.
